SOUTH CAROLINA SENATORS 
SENSATIONAL SPEECH. 


Po'icy of the Administration Condemned 
in the Severest Terms—Impeach­ 
ment 
Preceeding* 
Urged—House 
Adjourns for Lack of a Quorum- 
General Washington News. 


Washington, Jan. 30.—The presenta­ 
tion of committee reports on Cuba and 
a highly dramatic and sensational 
speech from Mr. Tillman, the new sen­ 
ator from South 
Carolina, furnished 
two stirring events in the senate 
Wednesday. 
The majority resolution 
on Cuba asks the president to urge 
Spain to grant belligerent rights to the 
insurgents, while the minority report 
directs the president to take steps 
towards securing from Spain the com­ 
plete independence of Cuba. Both reso­ 
lutions went to the senate calendar. 
Such a torrent of invective has seldom 
been heard in the senate as that in the 
speech of Mr. Tillman. Veteran mem-

hers of the body characterised the 
speech as one of the most remarkable 
in the history of the upper branch of 
congress. 
It abounded in statements 
of a sensational character, arraigning 
President Cleveland, Secretary Carlisle 
and other men in high places. 
He spoke bitterly of the essay read­ 
ing indulged in by senators. 
He re­ 
ferred to the statement of the senator 
from Ohio (Sherman) that the silver 
question had been thrashed out. “Yes, 
it has been thrashed out by the specu­ 
lators, but not by the farmers.” There 
had been no trouble, ^ith the gold re­ 
serve, the senator asserted, and no hint 
of any loss of confidence in the national 
credit until about the time of the late 
presidential election. Then for the first 
time we got a glimpse of the conspiracy. 
Secretary Foster, he said, gave the hold­ 
ers of greenbacks and treasury notes 
the option of having government paper 
cashed in gold or silver, and as they all 
demanded gold, the gold In the treasury 
rapidly ran down. The financial papers 
took up the cry of the country going to 
a silver basis, and the first premonitory 
breezes of the panic of 1893 swept over 
the land and the conspirators fomented 
it by every possible means. 
The senator quoted from President 
Cleveland’s response to the committee 
that notified him of his nomination the 
last time, and declared that there was 
nothing in it to warrant one to expect 
that the leader of the democratic party 
would ignore the platform and treat 
with contempt the trusted lieutenants 
whom the people had sent to the na­ 
tional capital to assist in shaping legis­ 
lation. He went on: “In the entire his­ 
tory of this country, the high office of 
president has never been so prostituted, J 
and never has the appointing power 
been so abused. Claiming to be the apos­ 
tle of civil service reform, he has de­ 
bauched the civil service by making ap­ 
pointments only of those whose spon­ 
sors would surrender their manhood, 
and with bated breath walk with sub­ 
missive head in his presence. With re­ 
lentless purpose he has ignored his oath 
of office to uphold and obey the law, 
and has paid out gold instead of coin, 
and issued bonds to buy more gold, by 
both actions overriding the law and 
giving no heed to the interests of any 
but moneyed friends—I might say his 
owners or partners. 
“While to this besotted tyrant coin 
has come to mean gold alone, he cannot, 
by his mere ‘ipse dixit,’ change the law 
of this land and pervert the plain mean­ 
ing of the English language. The re­ 
peal of the Sherman law, it was assert­ 
ed—which was the first point of attack 
of this unholy alliance—was only ac­ 
complished through the aid and in con­ 
junction with a majority of the repub­ 
lican senators. 
“The democratic president accom­ 
plished what was impossible for any re­ 
publican executive under the circum­ 
stances to have brought about. 
A 
change of the party in power had left 
a large number of offices in his gift 
with which to buy votes.” 
In discussing the ‘‘honest meaning” 
•of parity of gold and silver in the Sher­ 
man law, he said: “The object was to 
have them assist each other to hold 
silver up by holding gold down. and an 
honest secretary of the treasury, who 
should have resigned his office rather 
than submit to the dictation of a be­ 
sotted chief, would have paid out silver 
to protect the treasury from the gold 
gamblers, as the law and his oath of 
office required.” 
The senator contended that if there 
had been one idea more persistently 
tuid prominently presented to 


American people Dy President Cleve­ 
land than any other, it has been the in­ 
iquities of the tariff and the demand for 
its revision. Mr. Tillman argued that 
when President Cleveland came into 
power in March, 1893, and could have 
called the senate and house (both demo­ 
cratic for the first time since the war) 
to carry his policy into effect, he did not 
call an extra session to give tariff re­ 
form to the people, but instead called 
congress together to stop the coinage of 
silver. 
The senator continued: 
“The en­ 
croachments of the federal judiciary 
and the supineness and venality—cor­ 
ruption, T may say—of the representa­ 
tive branches of the government are 
causes of deep concern to all thinking 
and patriotic men. We are fast drifting 
into government by injunction in the 
interest of monopolies and corporations, 
and the supreme court, by one corrupt 
vote, annuls an act of congress looking 
to the taxation of the rich. 
It was easy to see, the senator said in 
conclusion, that the struggle for the 
new emancipation had begun. There 
were millions now on the march, and 
they tramp, tramp, tramp, tramp side­ 
walks hunting work and the highways 
begging bread, and unless relief comes 
they will some day take a notion to 
come to Washington with rifles in their 
hands to regain the 
liberties stolen 
from them, or which their representa­ 
tives have sold. 
At one point, after bitterly arraign­ 
ing the president, the senator addressed 
himself to the Republican side of the 
senate, and exclaimed: “Why have you 
not impeached him? You have the ma­ 
jority to do it.” 
Mr. Hawley 
interrupted with 
the 
query: “Why did not the last congress 
do this?” 
“He is not impeached,” continued the 
senator, “because he carries out your 
Republican policy. The last congress 
was no better than this.” 
Mr. Jones diem., Ark.) asked unan­ 
imous consent to fix 2 o’clock today ae 
the time for voting on the silver bond 
bill. 
Mr. Hill objected. 
-Will the senator name a day for the 
vote?” asked Mr. Jones. 
“The 6th of February,” responded Mr.

Mr. Call 
had not concluded when, at 4:25 p. rn., 
the senate adjourned until today.

ALARMING RUMORS IN

Report That the Insurgent Commander 
Hat Pasted Away—News Is Not 
Credited—Spanish 
Troops 
Win 
Many Small Skirmishes About the 
Island. 


MURDER AND SUICIDE 
DARKENS HIS HOME 


HORRIBLE DEED OF AN INDI­ 
ANA FARMER. 


Agricultural Department BUI. 
Washington, Jan. 30.—The house 
committee on agriculture has finished 
the bill making appropriations for the 
support of the agricultural department 
for the fiscal year 1897. The total amount 
is $3,158,329, as against $3,303,750 ap­ 
propriated for the present fiscal year. 
The $130,000 carried by last year’s bill 
for the purchase and distribution of val­ 
uable seeds, but which was unexpend­ 
ed by Secretary Morton, is again appro­ 
priated. There is an unexpended bal­ 
ance of over a million dollars that has 
accumulated from the agricultural ap­ 
propriation bills for some years past, 
and rather than let this amount lapse 
and be turned, into the treasury the 
committee will recommend that it be 
set aside as a nucleus of a fund for the 
erection of a new building for the de­ 
partment. 


Havana, Jan. 30.—There Is a rumor 
here that Maximo Gomez has died as a 
result of his illness. The friends of the 
insurgents place no credence in the 
rumor, and there is no confirmation of 
the report. It probably owes its origin 
to the fact that the insurgents tried to 
buy a coffin at San Antonio de los Banos 
and the conclusion that it was intended 
for the burial of the leader of the Cuban 
insurrection has been jumped at. 
Yesterday the column commanded by 
Colonel Vicuna encountered twenty-five 
insurgents upon the plantation of Eu­ 
rope in Matanzas. They pursued these, 
who proved to be the vanguard of a 
large force, and met 800 insurgents at 
the farm of Hato Manjuari. 
Firing 
was continued for half an hour, when 
the insurgents retreated, leaving three 
killed and eleven wounded, together 
with some arms. On the side of the 
troops Major Perez Roy was seriously 
wounded. 
Colonel Vicuna has 
stationed 
his 
forces in Rabes, which commands the 
only pass to the province of Havana 
and the westward. The insurgents are 
striving to effect a passage to join 
Gomez and Maceo, but have not suc­ 
ceeded in doing so. 
The German frigate Gnelzehau has 
arrived here. 
General Marin and Colonel Inclan, 
the mayor, and the chief of staff bade 
farewell today to 500 Havana volun­ 
teers who are departing to take part in 
the campaign. 
The insurgent leader, Pancho Car­ 
rillo, has arrived in Puerto Principe 
province, in response to orders received 
from General Gomez. 
Several members of the central com­ 
mittee of the Reformist party have re­ 
signed. 
It is estimated that about 1,000 per­ 
sons belonging to Sabinilla have fled 
from that town to Matanzas. 
The insurgents have plundered the 
stores in the village Cidra, and have 
attacked Guiera Macurijes, south of 
Sabanilla. The garrison, however, re­ 
pulsed the enemy, whose attack was 
twice renewed. 
The 
insurgents suf­ 
fered severe loss, retreated five miles, 
and then reconcentrated their forces. 


John R . Haines Beats His Wife to 
Death in a Fit of Anger— Children 
Coming Home From School Find 
the Body of Their Mother—Father 
Hangs Himself. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 30.—John R. 
Haines, a farmer residing ten miles 
northeast of this city, murdered his 
wife, Delia, yesterday morning and then 
hanged himself. 
When Alice and 
Dosia, the 
two 
daughters, the former aged IO and the 
latter 14, came home from school they 
found their mother lyihg unconscious 
on the dining-room floor. 
She had 
been beaten about the face and head 
until she was almost unrecognisable, 
and her garments were stiff with the 
blood that had nm from a score of 
wounds. 
They summoned help, but 
the mother did not regain conscious­ 
ness and died at 7 o’clock. 
It was at first supposed that Haines 
had fled, but search being made, his 
dead body was found hanging in the 
barn, suspended by the neck with a 
rope. In one of his pockets was found 
a letter stating that he had killed his 
wife at 9 o’clock In the morning. The 
reason alleged was that his family 
was leagued against him and had al­ 
ways balked his plana. 
Haines was 59 years old and his wife 
53. 
They had reared eight children, 
lur of whom were married. They re­ 
sided on the farm of Levi Hardesty and 
were only in moderate circumstances. 
Haines is said to base been a man of 
violent temper and on several occa­ 
sions had threatened to kill bis family. 
The supposition is that he waa Insane. 


TO RETIRE GREENBACKS. 


In Favor of 
National Board of Trade 
the Measure. 
Washington, Jan. 30—At a meeting 
of the National Board of Trade yester­ 
day morning the currency question 
came up for 
discussion. 
Chicago’s 
Board of Trade submitted resolutions 
against the continuance in circulation 
indefinitely of a currency 
issued to 
meet a war emergency, which was to 
be replaced at a later day by the or­ 
dinary provisions of a general national 
banking system. 
Furthermore, the 
Chicago body indorsed the recommen­ 
dation of President Cleveland 
in his 
last message, that the only thorough 
and practical remedy for the financial 
troubles in the United States would be 
found in the retirement and cancella­ 
tion of greenbacks and the outstand­ 
ing treasury notes issued by the gov­ 
ernment in payment of silver 
pur­ 
chases under the act of 1890. The b l­ 
owing resolution 
was passed 
after 
much debate: 
‘Resolved, That in the judgment of 
the National Board of Trade the es­ 
tablishment of a sound, stable, and 
efficient monetary system is essential to 
the restoration of confidence and the 
prosperity of our industrial interests, 
and such restoration is an immediate 
and urgent doty of congress; that the 
essential provisions in such a system 
should include the relief of the gov­ 
ernment by the retirement and cancel­ 
lation of the legal tender notes, under 
safe and proper conditions as to time 
and method; also provision for the re­ 
vision and extension of the national 
banking system under conditions which 
will maintain our monetary standard 
and secure to the country a safe and 
ample currency to take the place of the 
notes so retired.”

Germany Warn* Crespo. 
London, Jan. 30. A dispatch from 
Berlin says a semi-official statement 
has been published there, warning 
President Crespo of Venezuela that he 
cannot count upon the help of the Unit­ 
ed States to enable him to shirk his ob­ 
ligations, supposing Germany takes 
measures to enforce the payment of the 
railway claim. The Monroe doctrine 
may, perhaps, be applied to territorial 
disputes, the statement says, but it can­ 
not be invoked to protect defaulting 
creditors against the claims of the Eu­ 
ropean states.

Uhl May Succeed Ranyon. 
Washington, Jan. 30—The name of 
Edwin F. Uhl, of Michigan, assistant 
secretary of state, has been mentioned 
prominently in the gossip in regard to 
the appointment to the ambassadorship 
at Berlin. His intimate knowledge of all 
matters under diplomatic consideration 
with Germany, it is said, would make 
his appointment eminently desirable. 


New York to Elect Feb. 24. 
Albany, N. Y., Jan. 30.—The Repub­ 
lican state committee, which meets in 
New York Feb. 8, will select Feb. 24 
and the Lexington Avenue opera house, 
New York, as the date and place of 
holding the Republican state conven­ 
tion for the election of four delegates- 
at-large to the national convention. 


Ohio Central Committee to Meet Feb. 8. 
Canton, O., Jan. 30.—J. M. Ickes of 
Newark, chairman of the state central 
committee, issued a call today for a 
meeting of the state central committee 
at Columbus on Saturday, Feb. 8, to fix 
time and place for holding the Ohio 
Republican state convention. 


Gold Coming to America. 
London, Jan. 30.—The White Star line 
steamship Majestic, which sails for New 
York from Queenstown today, will take 
£500,000 ($2,500,000) In gold to New 
York. The statement that gold is being 
shipped to America direct from Berlin 
and Paris is unconfirmed. 


Germany OrdaA Torpedo Destroyer*. 
London, Jan. 30.—It is reported that 
Germany has ordered twelve torpedo-

H is invention has been pronounced 
Very im portant by the French Acad­ 
em y of Sciences, which in one of their 
la st meetings listened very attentively 
to a lecture by Dr. Lanveraux upon the 
new invention. 
The 
inventor does 
away with all artificial belts and other 
floating appliances; he proposes to in­ 
flate the cellular texture beneath the 
hum an skin on the breast, which, if 
filled with air, forms a natural pneu­ 
m atic belt, by the aid of which one 
m ay not only float him self but even 
support another body. 
The idea is said 
to be perfectly practicable. 
It has been 
proved th at a m an weighing 160 pounds, 
whose specific w eight is between 1.08 
And 1.10, whose head may weigh seven 
pounds, needs only about 200 cubic 
Inches of air w ithin his body in order 
to float with the head out of the water. 
T his am ount of air is easily inserted 
Into this hollow space beneath the 
skin with Dr. Schneider’s aseptic syr­ 
inges, which will in one injection in­ 
flate from tw enty to thirty-five cubic 
inches of air. The introduction of the 
point, which is only two m illim eters 
thick, will hardly be fe lt 
Such a pump 
is not even necessary. It is much sim ­ 
pler to use a little apparatus, ala) pat­ 
ented by Dr. Schneider, which consists 
of a hollow needle, a thin rubber hose 
eighteen inches long, into which this 
needle is inserted. 
A 
little aseptic 
cotton placed into the open end of the 
rubber hose is all th a t is necessary. 
T he skin is simply raised, the hollow 
needle introduced into it, and then the 
other end of the rubber hose is taken 
into the m outh and the m an’s own 
breath blown into i t

pirations, which are blown into each 
side of the breast, will be sufficient to 
float a man, however heavy.

Exhibition 
o f 
Superb 
H orsem anship 
Given by Two Cavalry Troops. 
A hundred or more persons went over 
to F ort Myer to witness the first ex­ 
hibition drill of the season by the two 
crack troops of the Sixth United States 
cavalry, says the W ashington Post. The 
exhibition was given in the large rid ­ 
ing hall, where all were out of the 
biting wind th a t swept down 
the 
parade. ^ There is probably no other 
set of officers and men in the arm y 
who can give such a display of horse­ 
m anship as troops G and 
A of the 
Sixth. 
The drill given by them tends 
more to show to w hat a high degree of 
jfficiency men and horses can be trained 
than to display knowledge of cavalry 
movements. At the bottom of the whole 
drill is the one aim of every true caval­ 
ry officer to make his men so fam iliar 
w ith the cavalry horses that they can 
do alm ost anything with them. The offi­ 
cers argue th a t a cavalrym an m ust be 
able to ride a horse under any and all 
conditions, know how to fall off w ith­ 
out being injured, ride w ithout stir­ 
rups or saddle, and also standing in the 
stirrups and have full use of the arm s 
for fighting. 
W hile every troop In the arm y has 
to undergo w hat the soldiers call “bull 
ring’’ drill, there is none that has so 
folly developed the idea as these two 
troops at Fort Myer. This is in a great 
m easure due to the untiring efforts of 
the officers—among them 
Lieutenant 
Short, who is an acknowledged premier 
In the saddle—and the esprit du corps 
of the men, which in G and A exists to 
a rem arkable degree. The men in these 
troops always try to outdo each other. 
Y esterday troop G was the first to come 
out, under command of Captain West, 
assisted by F irst Lieutenant Gallagher 
and Second Lieutenant Stout. The men 
gave on excellent exhibition of fancy 
riding. 
Cossack riding was the first 
given, and in this the men, with stir­ 
rups crossed, stood up and rode about 
the hall in a fearless m anner. 
They 
rode even better than the Cossacks who 
were with Buffalo Bill’s show. To show 
the training of the horses, they made 
passages, side movements with 
ease 
and other difficult feats to teach 
a 
horse. Other movements given by the 
troop were loudly applauded. 
Troop A, Captain Kendall, Lieuten­ 
ants Short and W hite, closed the drill. 
After going through sim ilar movements 
the men gave a very interesting exhibi­ 
tion of hurdle jum ping and using horses 
for hurdles. 
In the latter some of the 
horses were a little ill-tem pered, but 
were quickly subdued. The most ser 
viceable thing of the whole exhibition 
was the use of horses for breastworks. 
The horses are taught to lie down, by 
th e use of straps, coming from the right 
ankle of the foreleg over the shoulder, 
w hile the left leg is off the ground 
and hpbbled. The soldier pulls on the 
shoulder straps, shoves against the left 
shoulder, and down goes the 
horse. 
A fter a tim e the only thing necessary 
is to pick up the left front leg and 
shove at the shoulder, while some 
of 
ihe more intelligent anim als need only 
a shove. The use of horses for breast­ 
works has long been in vogue on the 
plains during Indian fights, but 
the 
horses had first to be shot. The train ­ 
ing of recent years has done away with 
this necessity. 
Since last season the 
men and horses of Fort Myer 
have 
greatly improved and give a much finer 
exhibition. They do more feats in fancy 
riding, and a great many more men 
have developed sufficient skill to ac­ 
com plish those which only a few did 
last year.
